SEHL INVADES LOUISVILLE 


By Don Woods 


LOUISVILLE, KY. June 6, 1970 — The 
invasion of Europe was not the only thing 
that happened on this day, as the Cana- 
dian invasion of American dirt tracking 
reached a high point tonight, with Dave 
Sehl winning the 10 mile National Cham- 
pionship race here at Louisville Downs. 

The Louisville race is one of the most 
spectacular on the championship trail, 
drawing fans from a wider area than 
any other dirt track National. This year 
there was S.R.O., and the weather was a 
just perfect 70 degrees for the fans and 
riders. Several days of rains had packed 
the limestone track and it was in the best 
shape ever for the bikes. 

As practice and qualifying got under- 
way, 62 Experts and 64 Amateurs were 
entered, and one Expert commented that 
he would have to really gas it to make 
the program, which was limited to 36 
riders. Another rider replied that he 
would really have to gas it if there were 
37 entries! 

And did they ever gas it! 

Dick Mann wound up fastest qualifier 
but only by a fraction of a M,P.H, All of 
the riders that made the show were right 
in there behind him. 

The track was so smooth that many 
were getting their feet up about half way 
through the turn and sliding out of the 
corners with their feet on the pegs, It 
was really spectacular. 

Dave Aldana came out to qualify and 
made his laps without ever putting his 
foot down, Sometimes he had it on full 
lock, and it was probably the prettiest 
ride since Resweber was racing. 


Californian Gene Romero 


The first Expert elimination heat got 
underway, with Gene Romero taking the 
lead in the first corner and Jim Rice 
right behind him. Fast qualifier, Dick 
Mann, had a loaded up engine and was

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bringing up the rear with Bart Markel, 
who was having the same problem. 

Rice was trying to catch Romero, but 
Burrito wasn’t having it. Romero took 
the win, with Rice second and Keith 
Mashburn taking third, and the last spot 
to make the feature. During the race, 
Mann’s bike got cleared and he just let 
it hang out all the way around, passing 
enough riders to get a spot in the Semi, 

The second heat saw a surprise threat 
make itself known. Cal Rayborn, looking 
like he was at Daytona, just ran off and 
hid from everyone, Earlier in practice, 
Cal had gone to school from Bart Markel, 
riding right on his rear wheel for the 
whole practice session. Rayborn was 
looking more like Markel than Markel 
does, Larry Palmgren and Mark Brels- 
ford were second and third, 

The third heat was a Harley race be- 
tween Dave Sehl and Mert Lawwill. Law- 
will just couldn’t catch up with Dave, 
though, and it looked like Sehl had an 
easy win, Then, on the last lap, Dave's 
engine seized and he backed off the 
throttle for a second. When he got back 
on it, it seemed to free and runall right. 
But Lawwill was gone by this time, and 
Sehl had to settle for second, Third was 
Ronnie Rall, 

The Semi was the lastchancefor three 
riders to make the National, This year it 
seems that every Semi ata National is 
about like a National in itself. This one 
was no exception. Mann had his engine 
problems cured but couldn’t cure Don 
Castro. Castro was moving! Larry Darr; 
Chuck Palmgren and George Roeder were 
Stuck together in the race for third, 
Dave Aldana was going thirty miles an

Part of the time that is saved by 
not having to hunt, pick and wait for the 
riders to come to the line has been given 
back to them by extending the length 
of each race, 

As an addition to the program, a 
special event was run which matched| 
George Kerker on his hand made Moto 
Guzzi and John McGilivry on his ‘snortin’ 
Norton against the track owned Porsche, 
Both riders left the car far, far, back 
in the dust. 

In the regular events Dave Scott show- 
ed he was equal to anyones challenge, as. 
he came home first in the 250 G.P, and

Highest scoring Eastern rider was 
Seppo Makinen who managed a fifth 
place behind the Western steam roller. 
Star rider for the New England squad 
Barry Higgins didn't make the trip owing 
to a reported hairline skull fracture in- 
curred in last week's match, Charlie 
Vincent was pressed into service to 
replace Higgins. He joined his brother 
Glenn, Bob Ismailof, Seppo. Peter Lamp- 
pu and team manger Ron Jeckels to 
make up the Eastern team. 

To make the action as clear as a 
picture the Easterners were suited upin 
red sweatshirts while the West boys 
wore white, When the pack crested the 
first hill for the first race all six white 
Shirts were out in front, 


Jim West had his twistgrip rolled all 
the- way back and got his Ajay out in 
front where he stayed until about one 
third of way through when Jim Wilson 
got by to take his first team win of 
the day. 

Perennial favorite John Rice was slug- 
ging it out in fourth place on his Maico 
when the spark failed and dropped him out. 

High scorer for the East last week,

The second race turned out to be al- 
most a copy of the first round, John 
Rice pulled the horse out of that Maico 
and led the charge up the hill before Jim 
West took over when John R, went down.

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THE SAGA OF PANOCHE HILLS 


By Russ Sanford 


Last week, I promised an article: on 
the “‘Panoche Hills story’’. Geographi- 
cally, Panoche Hills is located 40 miles 
southwest of Madera and 50 miles due 
east of Salinas, I need not describe it 
further to the thousands of riders who, 
until April of this year, frequented the 
hills each weekend. For the rest of you, 
its location is unimportant. But, let it 
serve as an object lesson — because 
Panoche Hills could very well be your 
own favored area, 


The Never Ending Saga of 
Panoche Hills 

Panoche Hills is public land.,.admin- 
istered for the good of the total public by 
the BLM (Bureau of Land Management), 
Twenty-five years ago, a young lad 
named John Gale, Jr., rode through these 
hills on an old Indian Scout, Occasionally, 
John would be accompanied by a friend 
or two and they would ride through the 
endless expanse of this 33,000 acres ‘til 
their tanks ran dry, Then John and his 
friends decided to hold a meet and the 
area was ‘discovered’ by ridersfrom the 
San Francisco Bay Area, As time passed, 
more and more riders appeared in 
*John's backyard', but there was plenty 
of room for everyone, There were sheep 
on the land, but what the heck!,,.nobody 
bothered sheep. 

Eventually, ‘John’s back yard’ got a 
little crowded; the bikes got bigger; the 
grazing areas began to show signs of 
permanent damage; and people started 


protesting. Until this time, nobody cared 





in the surround area, And then in March 
of 1969 it happened — the BLM posted 
Panoche Hills and locked the gate, The 
reasons were numerous: high fire po- 
tential; litter; soil erosion; complaints 
from other users; nesting season for 
Chukars — you name it!

John and his friends had been evicted 


from ‘their own back yard’. They felt 
that they had lost a friend. While the 
former guests from over on the other 
side of the hill sat and moaned and 
blamed the BLM, John and his local 
friends (who are also known as the 
Central California Trail Riders) met

about who owned the land.,.it was just 
land,..there for the riding. But the pro- 
testations on the part of those who were 
paying for the grazing rights soon brought 
the BLM into the picture on a more 
formal basis, At first, the BLM tended 
to look the other way but pressures 
from the organized groups soon de- 
manded attention, The protestors offered 
convincing evidence of general mis-use 
of the land in terms of litter, soil 
erosion, livestock literally run to death, 
destroyed fences, and personal harras- 
ment, 

Now, John and his local motorcycling 
friends grew quite concerned about the 
poor manners of their weekend ‘guests’ 
and the effect that this might have upon 
the future of their favored riding area, 
They were constantly placating their 
neighbors because, you see, John and 
his motorcycling buddies had long since 
grown to manhood and become ranchers

with the BLM and worked out a plan. 
Delmar Vail, the BLM’s District Super- 
intendent, and the C.C.T.R. marked off 
13,000 acres of area which would be 
used exclusively by motorcycles. The 
boundaries were marked every 60-80 
feet by orange-painted 2x2's extending 
30 inches above the ground, Each was 
posted with a sign depicting a motor- 
cycle with a slash through it. In addition 
to the 13,000 acres, an eighteen mile 
loop trail was laid out and boundary 
markers established on both sides of the 
trail, The trail consisted equally of dirt 
roads, trails, and a section following a 
ridged area, John and the C.C.T.R, re- 
moved all existing litter and the area 
literally sparkled, 

The grand (re-)opening came and so 
did the riders, John and the C.C.T.R. 
met them at the gate, extended welcomes, 
handed out copies of the rules, and stood 
back to admire the fruits of their labors,

And what did they see? You guessedit!... 
litter; people riding out of bounds, riders 
playing touch tag with sheep; fences being 
destroyed...and you name it! Was John 
and the C.C.T.R, discouraged. No! They 
enlisted the aid of Ken Crutcher (another 
motorcyclist) and equipped his crop- 
dusting plane with a loud speaker, They 
flew over the area and tried to persuade 
the errant riders to stay inside the 
boundary markers. Can you guess what 
happened? A new game emerged...called 
“hide-and-seek with the airplane”. And 
then on March 29th, a 30-year old geo- 
physicist ona brand new bike just couldn’t 
contain himself any longer, So he sneaked 
off the trail and made a flying trip up an 
adjoining knoll only to find himself totally 
airborne for a distance of no less than 
200 feet. It took several Sheriffs Deputies 
and a helicopter to extricate his broken 
body from the area, Delmar Vail, the 
BLM man, who had worked hand-in-hand 
with John and the C.C.T.R., threw his 
hands in the air and declared *he'd had 
it’! 

I have known Del for over a year and 
I know him to be a patient and under- 
standing man, Del had shared John's 
enthusiasm for this project. They both 
knew beforehand that the bike riders 
would understand that this was a pilot 
project by which they could prove, once 
and for all, that the motorcyclists were 
really good guys, Who, if given a break, 
would show their true colors and re- 
spond admirably. Del’s enthusiasm was 
evidenced by his continued presence at 
the site: a presence sponsored at his own 
expense and on his own time. 


On March 30th, Del once again put up 
the signs and padlocked the gate. The 
weekend- guests no longer come to Pan- 
oche Hills, John and his friends once 
again have time to ride...but on their 
own ranches. 

And where does this leave us? Panoche 
Hills is close! Our pilot project is down 
the drain! And our detractors have one 
more shining example to point to! What 
have we learned from all of this? Do you 
suppose the ten-percenters are even 
aware of the injustice that they have 
caused the respectable and respectful 
motorcyclists? 

For the sake of the record: 

1. The ten-percenters were not members 
of a gang, They were people like youand 
I who figured that a ol’ infraction of the 
rules here and there would go unnoticed. 
2. John Gale and the C,C.T.R. literally 
begged for help from the organized 
groups using the area, They received 
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numerous promises but all they ever got 
was more riders. 
3, This is not a fairy tale or a whitewash 
of the BLM, It is a true story. Related 
by motorcyclists! 

And now, in spite of all this, guess 
what? Delmar Vail and the BLM have 
indicated to me that they will give seri- 
ous consideration to re-opening Panoche 
Hills to the motorcyclists. Much of the 
former exuberance is gone and their 
replies are tinged with reluctance and 
doubt. If you, the former users of Pan- 
oche Hills, really want the area reopened, 
it can be done, But you are going to have 
to do it. You won’t get much help from 
those who have already been burnt a 
couple of times, 

There are three possible methods: 
1. Through exercising a cooperative 
agreement, This would mean forming an 
organization and assuming full respon- 
sibility for sanitation facilities, enforce- 
ment of regulations, medicalassistance, 
communications systems, fences, and 
other related service. The area would 
be open to the entire public and no fee 
could be charged for entrance, 

2. Through exercising a lease, This also 
would mean forming a non-profit organi- 
zation with similar responsibilities, 
however, entrance fees could be charged; 
and liability insurance would be manda- 
tory. 

3, Obtaining financial support for the 
BLM to manage the area. The BLM is 
presently authorized the equivalent of 
two men for one month or one man for 
two months each year for all services 
related to Panoche Hills, 


Although the BLM is empowered to 
collect fees, such revenues must be 
placed in a special fund and cannot be 
used by the BLM to maintain the area 
from which the fees were derived, There- 
fore, any additional support must come 
directly from Washington (D.C .) special- 
ly earmarked for the operation of Pan- 
oche Hills, There is only one way to get 
that support and that is through our 
elected representatives in Washington, 
It would require a massive letter-writing 
program and intense persuasion, 

So there you are! What do you former 
Panoche Hills riders want to do? I will 
volunteer to act as a clearing-house for 
your comments. If you want to regain 
this riding area, drop mea letter, Please 
indicate your preference of the three 
foregoing alternatives, Send your com-

RUSS DARNELL WRITES HOME ABOUT EUROPE 


On Wednesday the 8th of April, we left 
Gent, Belgium at 10:00 in the evening 
bound for Barcelona and the Spanish 
250cc Grand Prix, By ‘‘we’’, I mean this 
year my wife Cheri and I are accom- 
panied by my mother and father who are 
both just retired, My father has come to 
Europe to do the International and Grand 
Prix circuits with us, and help me out by 
acting as mechanic, 

When we parted from our Belgian 
headquarters it was chilly and rainy 
with some snow. We had been having bad 
weather since February, and everyone 
was delighted at the prospect of basking 
in the hot Spanish sun, 

We stayed on the Lille to Paris auto- 
bahn for the night to conserve our 
strength for the ordeal of traversing 
Paris with two caravans in tow, 

We arrived at the end of the autobahn 
and entered Paris, my dad driving right 
on my tail to keep from getting lost in the 
crush, Approaching the first round- 
about (where all the streets come into a 
common circle), we neatly blended into 
the traffic (kamikazi) pattern, and made 
our first turn, as smooth as metal in a 
meat grinder, At our next big intersec- 
tion, we came upon a slight snarl (grrr) 
of trucks and cars, and discovered the 
cause of the congestion to be an upside- 
down Citroen closely joined by a de- 
stroyed Puegeot taxi, The crossing was 
littered by debris and wreckage of what 
looked like a 100 mile an hour crash! 
The scene truly looked like a battlefield 
in which the victor was not apparent, 

On through the myriad streets filled 
with pushcarts, bicycles, mopeds, cars, 
and people we went. My dad soon got 
into the spirit of Paris driving (Banzai, 
banzai), and we never once lost sight of 
each other in spite of the quick lane 
changes and hairy turns we sometimes 
had to make, Finally getting out of Paris, 
we stopped for a breather and some lunch, 

The rest of Thursday we travelled 
South on the autobahn towards Marseille, 
It was a real pleasure to have some sun 
for a change, About 250 miles south of 
Paris I suddenly heard a terrible noise 
from the engine room. It sounded some- 
thing like s/s/s's'5, We got by easy that 
time because the alternator had just come 
loose and its cooling fan blades were 
grating on the mounts. 

The next day, however, my dad found 
that the tail shaft casting on the trans- 
mission of his car had broken and all 
the oil had run out.

There were no Studebaker parts in 


‘town so a wild French driver took me 


and the broken pieces to a huge welding 
factory nearby. 

After about 15 minutes of arguing with 
the factory manager he agreed to try to 
weld the parts together, It was really 
incongruous to see the manager, still in 
his suit and tie, put on a heavy welder’s 
mask and torch up our parts. Surprising- 
ly it worked and we had no more trouble 
with the gearbox, 

We didn't leave Lyon until 3:00 in the 
afternoon, so we travelled until late at 
night, and got to a camp ground near the 
Spanish border, We wereaway brightand 
early the next morning so that we could 
get to the race that day (Saturday) to 
practice on the course, We made ittothe 
course at 2:55 in the afternoon, just five 
minutes before official practice started, 
Everybody pitched in and I soon had the 
bike out and running. 

I joined the first practice session of 
the Internationals and learned the course, 
The track is very demanding, The ground 
is hard for the most part, with many 
tricky turns and jumps. The start system 
was a metal gate which falls away from 
your wheel when released, 

Personally I liked the track, It is 
similar in feel to some of the Californian 
circuits, so I felt at home, I felt es- 
pecially good because of the super weath- 
er; hot, sunny, and dry. After practice 
and qualifications, my dad and I walked 
the course and he pointed out places 
where ‘‘they’’ were going quicker, He 
pointed so often I got a bit dazed, 

The next day was Sunday, the moment 
of truth, so to speak, This was my first 
Grand Prix, I have been told about how 
different the GP’s are from the Interna- 
tional events, how the ‘‘heroes’’ go so 
much faster than when they ride the 
Internationals, and how uptight everyone 
gets before the race, I didn’t see it. The 
race was more important because itpaid 
World Championship points, and all the 
riders were probably trying that extra 
bit harder, but other than that it was like 
every other race I have been to. The top 
riders were going very quickly, as usual, 
and the main difference I saw was that 
there was more competition than you 
usually see amassed at one event, 

The first event got off to a roaring 
start and I got stuck in a pile-up on the 
first hill in the dust. I came back down 
and got another run through the bodies 
and bikes, I felt ongood form, and passed

many riders in the following laps. I 
passed into 14th place and caught Karl 
Konecny of Czechoslovakia before the 
half way mark, I pulled out to pass him 
on the main straight, and as I got beside 
him I hit a bump which Ididn'tsee in the 
dust. The bike mono-wheeled on. the 
front end for a second, then itcaughtan- 
other bump and over I went, flat out in 
fourth gear, The first part of the bike to 
hit was the rear fender, than I felt the 
handlebars hit me in the stomach, and 
I parted company with my machine. 
Konecny missed me by inches and so did 
my tumbling bike, I crawled off the track 
to recover, not badly hurt, but sort of 
numb, and shaken up. Some Spaniards 
got my Husky off the course and about 
three people from first aid came to see 
if I was OK, Someone handed me a wine- 
Skin over the spectator fence, and I drank 
some of their strong red vino, I have 
never come off so hard in my life, Cheri 
was taking pictures just 30 feet from me 
when I came off, and she and my dad both 
thought I was going to get killed they said, 

As my father was pushing my poor bike 
back to the cars, we surveyed the dam- 
age; broken bars, gas cable torn away, 
crushed fuel tank, bent crown, and the 
rear frame section bent down to the 
wheel. It was a mess, Just then some- 
thing happed which made me grin, A little 
Spanish boy, who had seen me crash, 
came running across the spectator area 
and asked me for my autograph. 

The bike was irrepairable before the 
second leg started, and so was I, The 
skin was all gone from my buttand back, 
and I had a huge bruise from the handle- 
bars hitting my stomach, Also, I wasa 
little frightened after unloading that way, 


We watched the second leg, and saw 
some very exciting action, In the final 
results it was Joel Robert on Suzuki, 
Sylvain Geboers also on Suzuki, followed 
by Torsten Hallman on Husqvarna, and 
Bryan Wade on Greeves for a well de- 
served fourth, 

I was discouraged by my horrendous 
crash, but it gradually worked it's way 
out of my mind until I looked forward to 
my next Grand Prix, We stayed at the 
Spanish circuit the night of the race, 
because we had a whole week to kill be- 
fore the French 250cc round, and we 
wanted to visit Barcelona the next day, 
and just generally lay around and cool 
it. After doing the tourist bit in 
Barcelona, and along the Costa Brayaon

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Almost overnight, motorcycling has 
become California’s fastest growing 
form of outdoor sport and recreation. 
This is largely attributable to the grow- 
ing need for families to get away from 
the pressures of day-to-day living and 
the availability of low-priced, lightweight 
motorcycles. The tremendous influx in 
motorcycling came in the sixties. In 1939 
there were 13,247 registered motor- 
eycles in California, This figure in- 
creased slowly to 57,475 in 1949 and 
68,778 in 1959, But, just ten years later 
had grown to 456,260. Current estimates 
place registrations at 505,190 in 1970 
and an anticipated 976,450 in 1980, 

California laws do not require the 
registration of motorcycles which are 
operated in an off-the-road capacity. 
Because most of California's motor- 
cycles are not registered, no-one knows 
for certain just how many there really 
are. An independent survey, just com- 
pleted, indicates a ratio of 1.7 to 1. 
This equates to am overwhelming 
1,364,013 motorcycles within our 
borders. The same survey reveals that 
most members of motorcycling families 
have their “own” machine, with each 
motorcycle averaging 1.2 riders. This 
places the estimated number of ‘‘direct 
enthusiasts’? in California at 1,636,816, 
to say nothing of the motorcycling en- 
thusiasts who attend and thrill tospecta- 
tor events but do not own a motorcycle, 

The diminutive size of many of the 
bikes, as they are called, make them 
ideally suited for transport to jumping- 
off points, by pickup, van, or often upon 
a car bumper, Its relatively low fuel 
consumption render almost every nook 
and cranny of the state as readily ac- 


cessible with mountain trails and the 
desert receiving the heaviest usage. 
The survey revealed rider’s preferences 
to be: 

Trail riding 86% 

Desert riding 61% 

Street riding 56% 

Endurance runs 53% 

Moto Cross 41% 

Scrambles 27% 

Drag racing 12% 

Trials events 10% 

Road racing 3% 

Track racing 2% 

The rapid growth of motorcycling has 
already far exceeded the capacity of 
land-use agencies to provide the neces- 
sary facilities for such recreation, Faced 
with overrun and overcrowded condi- 
tions, the natural reaction has been to 
legislate against motorcycling. Because 
two-wheeled adventure is either an indi- 
vidual or family oriented way of ‘doing 
your thing’, the motorcyclists have been 
apathetic to any form of organization on 
a broad scale, even though the motor- 
cyclists represent more than 10% òf the 
entire state’s population. Until just re- 
cently, organizations tended to be local 
in nature. But last summer, an organi- 
zation called MORE (the acronym for 
Motorcycle Owners, Riders, and Enthu- 
siasts) was launched in Sacramento for 
the express purpose of making the mo- 
torcyclist’s needs known to legislative 
and land-use agencies. 

MORE has been warmly received by 
both. the motorcyclists and the lawmak- 
ers, MORE maintains a full-time lobby- 
ist to examine each element of all pro- 
posed legislation for its applicability 
and effect upon motorcycling. Occasion- 


Charity Newsies Half 
Mile Due This Month 


On Sunday, June 28, the action and 
excitement of dirt track motorcycle 
racing comes to the Ohio State Fair- 
grounds in Columbus, Ohio. The event 
is the American Motorcycle Association 
sanctioned, 20 lap Half Mile National 
Championship — better known to everyone 
as CHARITY NEWSIES! 

The history of the Charity Newsie race 
dates back to the mid-thirites, when the 
event was merely a well-paying 10 mile 
event, Then, in 1953, the Newsies re- 
ceived their first AMA National Cham- 
pionship sanction to celebrate their 10th 
anniversary of racing in Central Ohio. 
The event, past and present, has always 
been a sell-out, as thousands of specta- 
tors and competitors from all sections of 
the country flow into the State Fair- 
grounds to witness flat track racing at 
its best, 

Last year, the race was won by Mert 
Lawwill, Oakland, California, his second 
National Championship win of the 1969 
season. A few weeks prior tohis Colum- 
bus win, Mert wonhis first championship 
race on the Cumberland, Maryland, 1/2 
mile dirt oval, 

This year, Mert started his season by 
winning the Houston Astrodome Short 
Track race. On May 3, 1970, Mert 
captured a return win onthe Cumberland 
Oval. If history repeats itself, Lawwill 
will be the man to watch at the Newsie 
race. 

Since the race has been a National 
Championship event, three men have 
written outstanding records into the AMA 
record book by winning the Newsie event 
three times each, 

Everett Brashear, Beaumont, Texas, 
was the first, Everett won the premier 
Columbus event in 1953, In 1955 and 
1956, Brashear was again the first man to 
the checkered flag, Brashear is now 
retired from competition, 

In 1957, a young man named Carroll 
Resweber, Cedarburg, Wisconsin, won 
top honors on the Columbus dirt track, 
He also won the event in 1960 and 1961, 
Resweber, considered by many to be 
motorcycling’s best racer, now retired, 
is the only man to hold four AMA National 
Champion titles, Even more astonishing 
is the fact that he held them consecutive- 
ly — 1953-61! 

Bart Markel, Flint, Michigan, is the 
third man to win three Newsie Champion- 
ships, Markel, a three time Grand Na- 
tional Title holder (62, 65, 66) won his 
first Newsie event in 1962. He also won 
the event in 1964 and 1966, Markel’s 
high-and-wide riding style continues to 
put him in the winner’s circle, He can 


be expected to be among the front run- 
ners at Columbus, 

Three of Ohio’s finest motorcycle 
racers have also found their way to the 
winner's circle, In 1958, Dick Klamfoth, 
retired, became the first Ohio rider to 
win the Newsie race, A year later, he 
returned and again won the top honors, 

Mansfield Ohio’s Ronnie Rall won the 
1963 race and in 1965 George Roeder, 
Monroeville, Ohio, won, In addition to 
winning, Roeder set the fastest track 
record of 8:57.60. In 1967 Roeder re- 
tired from racing, but he has come out 
of retirement to compete on a limited 
basis in the 1970 season. Ohio race fans 
will be anxious to see if Roeder will 
enter the ‘‘Newsies’’ event this year.

ally, a law is proposed which is a direct 
affront to motorcycling, but the usual 
“bad law’ occurs as the result of an 
oversight or lack of motorcycling com- 
prehension, MORE’s lobbyist is also a 
motorcyclist and this provides the neces- 
sary insight for detailed scrutiny of the 
proposed legislation. 

The MORE lobbyist does not charge 
a fee for his services, however the 
members of MORE contribute to the 
administrative expense of operating this 
state-wide organization by paying an 
annual registration fee of one dollar ($1), 
Law requires written authorization be- 
fore a lobbyist may represent an indi- 
vidual or an organization, and the ex- 
pense of obtaining and maintaining these 
authorizations (through registration) is 
enormous. MORE also travels throughout 
the state to meet with motorcyclists and 
land-use agencies for purposes of pro- 
viding assistance and advice in obtaining 
recreational facilities, MORE alsoholds 
seats on several land-use committees 
and vigorously pursues to improve the 
motorcyclist’s image in the eyes of the 
general public, 

The survey also indicates that each 
motorcycle averages 1,747 miles travel- 
ed per year. This equates to a whopping 
2-1/2 billion miles to be traveled in 
1970. Dividing those miles by an aver- 
age of 40 mpg, indicates that motor- 
cyclists will use an estimated 60 million 
gallons of gasoline, With a state sales 
tax of 7¢ per gallon, the State Treasury 
will be enhanced by nearly $4,200,000 
from motorcycle gas taxes, Likewise, 
the California motorcyclists have spent 
an average of $820 for each motorcycle 
and its related equipment, This amounts 
to a staggering $1,118,490,660. With a 
5% sales tax structure, one can readily 
see another 56 million dollars finding 
its way into the state treasury, And this 
does not include the gasoline or sales 
taxes from supporting vehicles, such as 
Pickups, vans, campers, trailers, etc, 

Another interesting statistic is that 
56%, or more than a million of the

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Trojan Speedway: Birthplace Of Cayo

It’s not a very big track, Or fancy 
looking, for that matter. And on chilly 
nights, at the little track beside the Long 
Beach Freeway, spectators get pretty 
cold, But Trojan Speedway has seldom 
lacked for business, 

When motorcycles started running 
there, it was known as South Gate 
Speedway, and some of the old die-hard 
fans who have been going there for years 
still refer to it as that, Old names have 
a habit of lingering on, 

The American Cycle Association ran 
short track races at first, but the ACA 
gave up, and Trojan Enterprises — the 
people responsible for the Long Beach 
Arena Indoor races — took over, and the 
name was changed officially to Trojan. 

It wasn't long, however, before they 
felt a financial pinch and for a short 
while the track was dark except for 
weekend car racing. Then Rene Armenta 
took over track management and the A.CA. 
came back into the picture, 

For a while everything went smoothly; 
the riders were turning out in even 
greater numbers and there were plenty 
of spectators. But again, things started 
happening. Seasons changed, the crowds 
thinned, and track management and Wes 
Cooley, head of the ACA, hada disagree- 
ment. Again there weresome dark weeks 
for the little Speedway. 

Then Armenta decided to try AMA 
Sportsman sanctions for the races, With 
the Playboys M.C. as flagmen and Dis- 
trict 37 President, Jean Carter, acting 
as referee everyone was off racing again. 
But the same thing happened: Weekly 
expenses were far outweighing what was 
coming through the gate, and the AMA 
sanctioned programs were dropped, 

Armenta decided to throw hiw own 
races and things once again got off the 
ground, In 1968, he added a small TT 
course, building a jump, a tiny snaky 
section in the infield, and using part of 
the short track for sweeper turns and 
the straightaway. This was very popular, 
and for a while there were enough custo- 
mers to warrant two nights of motor- 
cycle activities per week, TT and flat- 
track, But this eventually dropped off 
and was combined into once-a-week, 
Thursday night (then moved to Friday), 
program, 

For a few weeks even the ladies show- 
ed up, and a Powder Puff class ran, 
bringing in extra spectators to see girls 
ride on an actual track. But two things 
stopped that. Lady racers depend on hus- 
bands to work on their bikes, and the 
machines weren’t always ready from 
week to week, Women also tend to have 
babies, thereby shortening their riding 


` careers, 


When Speedway returned: to Southern 
California, Trojan saw some of that, too, 
But the bandwaggon was boarded a little 
early. It was costly to convert the track 
surface back and forth each week from 
a semi-speedway surface to one where 
cars could run. And while Whiteman 
Stadium was booming inthe Valley, there 
still weren't enough speddway machines 
or riders out to support two tracks, 






Most of the JAP owners wererstill wait- 
ing to see if the sport would take hold, 
before breaking their bikes out of stor- 
age, So Speedway folded at Trojan. 

It was at Trojan, though, that some 
fans saw their first Speedway bike, when 
Wes Cooley brought out one of his rather 
ancient machines, with Jim Doronriding 
during intermission, Doron, at the time, 
was one of the few riders around who 
knew how to lead with the rear wheel, 

So over the years the track has had its 
ups and downs, But one thing it never 
lacked was riders, and some of the 
nation's best have cut their racing teeth 
at Trojan, gaining valuable track experi- 
ence. You can ride scrambles or desert 
until you turn blue, but if you intend to 
be a track racer it's track racing you 
need, 

One of the most famous of the riders 
who once called Trojan home is Keith 
Mashburn. While he and Dave Smith were 
still in high school they would ride 50cc 
bikes there every week, Keith on a Honda 
and Dave ona Tohotsu (remember those?) 
And when the ACA did away with the 50 
class for lack of entries, the buddies 
moved up onto 100's, Keith went all the 
way, graduating up to a 250 Greeves and 
really learned to slide the turns. When 
the day came for him to turn to Class C 
he was an excellent Novice and became 
the nation's top Amateur, Dave moved 
more in another direction, becoming a 
creditable road racer. 

Who can forget the battles between 
Lee Stumpenhaus and Steve Scott in the 
250 Expert division, or watching young 
Al Baker, who grew up as a desert rac- 
er, taking to the track like a duck to 
water? Rick Woods is another Trojan 
alumnus and always had the crowd on 
their toes, Not to mention the current

number two pro rider, Dave Aldana, 
Right now there's a youngster by the

It is tracks like Trojan that keep the 
sport going, giving the beginner a place 
to try his wings, and we'd hate to see the 
day come when there are no longer 
places like it.

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NEW RULES GOVERN M.C. TAX REPORTS 


By Robert O, Fee 


Motorcycle Clubs exempt from the 
California Tax now have new and more 
stringent rules for reporting their ac- 
tivities to the Franchise Tax Board. 

In the past, tax exempt cycle clubs 
handling less than $25,000 annually have 
been required to report their finanacial 
details only on request, and their change 
of status (address, Board of Directors, 
by-laws, etc.) annually. Clubs for the 
most part, however, have ignored their 
tax and reporting responsibilities and in 
turn have. been largely ignored by the 
State, In 1969 the State Legislature en- 
acted a series of laws regulating exempt 
organizations that brings this particular 
example of laissez faire to a screeching 
halt, 

The Franchise Tax Board recently 
mailed an information brochure to all 
California organizations listed as exempt 
by the Franchise Tax Board or the 
Federal Government to explain the legal 
changes affecting the exempt organiza- 
tions, Also included was a questionnaire 
to obtain information to update the State's 
records. The Franchise Tax Board is 
painfully aware thata large percentage of 
organizations listed as exempt in their 
files have passed out of existance, The 
wording used in the publication indicates 
that the State is exchanging information 
with the Internal Revenue Service in 
order to find the ‘‘live’’ ones and both 
groups will be able to extract more 
revenue, ‘‘Thar’s gold in them thar 
hills,’ can be translated to read, 
“‘There’s money in some of those clubs, 
baby!” 

Most of the enactments were continued 
in Assembly Bill 2267 and Senate Bills 


' 800 and 1127. Here is a summary of the 


changes as they affect motorcycle clubs 
organized and exempt as social and 
recreational groups. 


REPORTING REQUIREMENTS: 


1. Clubs required to file calendar year 
returns for 1969 are still subject to the 
old law. The new forms described below 
may be used for 1969 calendar returns 
but no fees are required, The first re- 
turns, reports or statements due under 
the new law are for organizations with 
fiscal years ending on or after January 
31, 1970. 

2. Clubs which have either $10,000 or 
more in gross receipts or assets of a 
fair market value or $10,000 or more at 
the end of the year are required to file 
information returns. 

3. For the expanded information return 
filing requirements, a new form (199) 
must be used for income years ending 
after December 31, 1969. 

4, Clubs having less than $10,000 of 
gross receipts and assets must now file 
an annual information report on Form 
199SF. This report is similar to the 
Internal Revenue Service Form 990SF, 
but Form 199 will be accepted in lieu 
of Form 199SF, 

5. Other than Page 1. the remaining

NEW FEES: 


Even if your club is exempt from the 
tax, the squeeze is on — it’s going to 
cost you just to file the form, 

1. Clubs required to file an annual 
return or report must pay an annual fee 
of $5. If the filing fee is not paid on 
time, the penalty is 100% or pay $10. 

The first due date of returns or re- 
ports with fees is June 15, 1970 for clubs 
with fiscal years ending January 31, 1970 
and thereafter, 

2.Clubs required to file a return 
which do not file on timeare also subject 
to the minimum franchise tax of $100 
for late filing of the return. 

Extensions of time for filing the re- 
turn, report or statement may be granted 
for good cause, Request your extension 
of Form FTB 3504, The maximum ex- 
tension is six months from the original 
due date, But take note; good cause is 
such things like the treasurer drops 
dead or lightning destroys the books, 
etc, It doesn't include ignorance of the 
requirements or inconvenience. 


PENALTIES 

The penalties are fairly stiff for the 
club that values its limited liability pro- 
vided by the Corporate status, The mini- 
mum Corporation Tax in California is 
$100. And the minimum is minimum — 
even if the club is totally inactive or 
disbanded, unless it is legally dissolved, 
the officers of record could be assessed 
that tax, 

1.1f an exempt organization fails to 
submit a return, report or statement on 
time, or pay the filing fee, it’s exemp- 
tion from tax may be revoked or, in 
the case of a corporation, the corpor- 
ation status may be suspended or for- 
feited. 

2.Failure of an exempt organization 
to complete and return the questionnaire 
will result in revocation of the organi- 
zation's exempt status.
